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GANADIANIZING THE 
FOREIGNER IN WEST 


CITY OF CALGARY MAKES GOOD 
CITIZENS OUT OF THE NEW: 
COMERS) 


Civic Undertaking of Calgary in Teach- 
Ing the Foreign Element of :s Pop- 
ulation, is Meeting With Marked 
Success—One Way to Make Good 
Canadian Citizens. 2 

(By Charles Stokes) 

The assimilation of the foreigner 
ia one of the most interesting aspects 
of Canadian immigration. Canada re- 
eeives an enormous immigration, of 
which approximately 25 per cent. is 
drawn from non-English speaking 
countries, and the mere attraction of 
these people to her shores is not the 
eompletion of her responsibilities. 
The advertising of Canada as a land 
of opportunity for all is not suffic- 
fent; there must be a hospitable wel- 
come and a readiness to accept the 
newcomer, whatever nationality he 
represents and whatever ongue he 
speaks, a8 a man and a brother. of 
his own part, the foreigner is gener: 
ally in fullest sympathy with any at- 
tempt to absorb him into the social, 
moral and political atmosphere of the 
Dominion, But he comes from coun- 
tries where vastly different systems 
of government have been in vogue; 
and to set the impress of Canadian 
fleals upon the heterogeneous mass 
of which he is a unit, it is some- 
tines necessary to reduce the for- 
eigner, adult thoughe he may be, to 
practically the status of a child and 
to start right from the beginning 
again. The principal obstacle to over- 
come is his ignorance of English. 
Once that fs removed, he is 2ot only 
enabled to make a bette: living, but 
ean be taught the principles of -citi- 
gzenship. 

An object lesson in the successful 
€anadianization of the foreigner was 
afforded the writer at the closing ex- 
ercises of the special classes for for- 
eigners conducted by the Calgary 
school board. Calgary may be called 
the metropolis of the  westermost 
prairies, situated as it is a consid- 
erable distance from any vuther big 
eentre In Western Canada, and be- 
eause of the twenty-two iiundred gdd 
miles that giretch between it and the 
Atlantic seaboard, .t does not receive 
very much immiazration of the rather 
objectionable kin* that is iv be found 
in some eastern cities, but mostly of 
the progressive and educated type 
that is part of the march of civiliza- 
flon. Its foreign-born newcomers be- 
long not to the black hand but the 
Universal Association of Workers. 
But despite the fact that ihe average 
fs possessed of an edueation that 
might be called fairly good, a very 
great proportion cannot speak Eng- 
Nsh; and it was to help these per- 
sons, male and female, that these 
classes were instituted three years 
ago. 

I believe I am correct in stating 
that such classes, although now be- 
coming common, were never taken up 
as a civic duty instead of a philan- 
thropical task until Calgary entered 
the field. At some point. English 
classes for foreigners had been start- 
ed as part of religious schemes, but 
never apparently -by any city itself. 
The classes (which are held at night 
and are intended for adults, not 
ehildren) are conducted by the city 
of Calgary as a branch of its very 
Mberal policy of technical education, 
and for agministrative purposes come 
under the direction of the super n- 
fendent of technical education, Mr. 
vy. B. Kidner. At the beginning of the 
first season, two classes were held; 
now there are elcven classes, with 
nine instructors, the attendance at 
which during the season just closed 
was no less than 407. 

The Glasses are in five groups— 
firstly, for beginners, consisling of 
those who have been in thé country 
under six months; secondly, for inter- 
mediate students, who have been in 
the country legs than one year; third 
and fourth, advanced students; and 
lastly, a mixed ‘Class of students at 
various stages. The system used in 
imparting instriction is the “Berltiz,” 
which, besides being very suitable for 
any person of @ven meagre education, 
fs almost indispensable (lacking the 
nse of Esperanto or some such unl- 
versal medium of converse) in com- 
municating with students of so many 
nationalities as this—-Scandinavians, 
Slavs, Teutons, Latins, and so forth. 
In the Berltiz system, no other lang- 
vage is used but that which is being 
taught, and no translation is under- 
faken by the instructor, The speak- 
ing of English is the first effort and 
then successively reading and writ- 
{ng. In the intermediate group, inter- 
esting debates have been held and 
the keenest interest has been mani- 
fested in the discussion of such top- 
fes as prohibitfon, women’s suffrage 
and the advantage or disadvantages 
of city life as compared with country 
life. That French, Dutch, German, 
Danish, Swedish and Austrians can 
be brought to such perfeciion that 
they can argue on controversial mat- 
ters in a language which until a few 
months before had been unknown to 
‘all of them is, incidentally, a great 
nebievement. In the advanced groups 
ef the classes, a ‘book on civics has 
heen stuaied, and the students have 
acquired an introduction to a know- 
ledge of the government of the city, 
the province of Alberta, the Dominion 
of Canada, and the British empire; 
nntil, as one student volunteered, 
from being unacquainted with Eng- 
lish they had in a year been advanced 
fo being able to read newspapers and 
fo take interest in all political issues, 
from the tariff question to the local 
market problem. 

The closing exercises were attend- 
ed by a large number of people—the 
students themselves, the friends they 
had brought with them and who, not 
having attended the classes, sat gog- 
le-eyed throughout the whole  per- 
Prmante ind the very commonplace 
English-speaking folks who came out 
af curlosity. Represented in the hall 
were (besides Canadians, British and 
Norwegians, Swedes, 
Danish, Dutch,. Gréeks, Itallans, Aus- 
trians, Poles, *Galicians, Ruthenians, 


man, One of the classes had also 
amongs: its mombers, an Eskimo 
from.Northern Siberia. The presenta- 
tion of prizes—dictionaries for the 
most proficient, copies of Marsh's 
“Story of Canada’ for every student 
+ which was possible by the generos- 
ity of the Calgary Canadian club, was 
after all the least important event. 
The most notable part was th. pro- 
gramine performed by the students 
themselves recitations, songs, 
speeches and papers. The excellence 
that was shown in every effort was 
perhaps the most convineing proof of 
the success attained. 


RETAIN FREEDOM 


Germany’s Vexed Question in East 


Africa Under Review 

A white paper dealing with the 
vexed question of “serfdom” in Ger- 
man East Africa has been drawn up 
by the governor of the protectorate in 
reply to a Reichstag resolution on de- 
siring the abolition of serfdom by 
January 1, 1920. It has been the sub- 
ject of much criticism in the budget 
committee from Socialist and Centre 
party deputies. It says that it would 
be a. highly dangerous experiment to 
abolish the serfdom by a ‘fixed date. 
The colonial secretary, Dr. Solf, fully 
agreed with this view, and was sup- 
ported by the National Liberals. The 
resolution is extremely unlikely to 
take effect. 

According to the German law, 
every native born after December, 
1905, is free. The mild “serfdom” 
now existing in East Africa is a sur- 
vival of tribal warfare and of the 
Arab conquests. In the days of the 
prosperous slave trade centred in 
Zanziba: the prisoners of war were 
sold to dealers and carried out of the, 
eountry, but now that the trade has 
languished with the establishment of 
European rule the serfs remain ani 
work in the country until they can 
purchase their freedom, : 

There are estimated to be at pres- 
ent about 185,000 serfs in German 
East Africa. Their numbers are rap- 
idly dwindling and in fifteea years’ 
time “serfdom” will, it is estimated, 
be extinct. 


GOVERNMENT TO ACT 


Saskatchewan Department Will be 
Selling Agents for Wool Growers 
The Saskatchewan department 

agriculture announces that during the 

present season it will act as a selling 


agency for wool-growers .* the pro- 
vince. Shipments of wool may be 
made in carload lots, must be for- 


warded to Regina during June, and 
the commodity will be placed cn the 
market free of charge to the farmer, 
who will, however, lave to meet «all 
expenses incidental to the shipment, 
local freight rates, and also grading. 
Among the deductions will be the 
cost of twine and sacks. 

The department has decided to em- 
bark on this new policy in order to 
demonstrate the advantages to be de- 
rived from the froduction of the 
choicest quality of wool and from tho 
marketing of wool in bulk, and slso 
to encourage sheep-growing among 
grain farmers. During the winter 
months an exhaustive inquiry was in- 
stituted into the condition of the 
sheep industry, and it was discovered 
that there are in the province 600 
owners of flocks ranging in size trom 
one or two to ten thousand heac. 

A pulletin on the new policy will 
be sent to every wool-grower in the 
province. 


Resulte at Experimental Farms 

For twenty-six years the Dominion 
Experimental farms have been exper- 
imenting With grain crops at the var- 
jous farms and stations distributed 
over Canada, trying to learn which 
varieties give best results in the dif- 
ferent provinces. Not only have the 
best known sorts produced at other 
places been grown side by side, but 
a* the Central farm at Ottawa new 
varieties have been bred, and when 
found desirable, perpetuste? anc dis- 
tributed to growers. 

For the information of the Canad- 
jan farmer the more important re- 
sults of the season of 1913 at the dif- 
ferent farms have been put together 
in summarized form and issued in 
Bulletin No. 4. There are included ia 
this some recommendaticnus as to var- 
ieties to grow, and method of produc- 
tion to foilow that should prove of 
great service to growers in all parts 
of Canada, 


Referring to “Marquis” wheat 
which was bred at Ottawa, the bul- 
letIn says, “Marquis produces very 


large crops, has usually good straw, 
and is more resistant to rust than 
most of the common var'teties.” <A 
large edition of this bulletin has been 
printed so that all who desire copies 
may secure them by applying to the 
Publications branch, Department of 
Agriculture at Ottawa, .

All hope of curing cancer by rad4 
ium has been abandoned by sane of 


the foremost surgeons and restate is

Failures fror: radium out- 
numbered the cures 100 to 1, he said. 
Another genefation will be “required: 
to furnish knowledge of the real 
cause and actual nature of cancer, he 
said. Experiments for %5 entries 
show that heredity plays a small part, 
if any at all, in its appearance, 

No Progress and Little Hope. 

It was expected that the members 
would have something hopeful to re- 
port on the investigation. They ad- 
mitted no progress and held out little 
hope. They united in saying that 
they discovered neither the cause nor 
the nature of cancer. Then they 
proved by statistics that cancer is on 
the increase. 

That a change in the habits and 
customs may reduce tie disease to 
some extent, wag a ray of hope held 
out by Mr. Mayo, who also said any 
cancer could be cured if operated up- 
on in its early stages. 

“If we could only tell how to avoid 
{t I would be glad, because I am 
frank to admit that we do not know,” 
he declared. He said the statement 
that the use of meat was one of the 
habits to be avoided in connection 
with cancer was wrongly attributed 
to him. 


A ay of Hope 


The only optimistic note at the 
meeting. was struck by J. Cgjlins 
Warren, chairman of the HafVard 
Cancer Commission, who after re- 
viewing its work, stated that the 


|pré3pects for progress in fighting can- 
{cer had never seemed so bright as 
| now. 

Immediate discovery of the cause 
of cancer could scarcely be expected, 
but sefentific commission and re- 
‘search work had entered upon a field 
Where progress was sure, though 
slow, he declared. 


TREATY IS RENEWED 


Pact Between Great Britain and U.S. 
With Regard to Arbicrati.n is 
Renewed For Five Yeats 


The arbitration treaty of 1908 be- 
tween tue United States and Gres 


exchanged ratifications at the state 
department, The treaty Was signed 
for the United States by Secretary 
of State Bryan, and for Great Britain 
by Sir Cecil Spring Rice, British am- 
bassador. 

The treaty is continued in effect for 
a period cf five years from the date 
of ratification, The original from of 
the treaty was preserved without 
change. ” 

Great Britain advanced the sugges- 
tion that there be incorporated in the 
terms of the treaty a provision simi- 
lar to that contained in various com- 
mercial treaties by which the Hfe of 
the treaty continues until one year 
after nutification of one or the other 
{of the contracting parties, that that 
{party desires tu terminate the agree- 
men. 

This proposition was not objection- 
able to this government, but the 
necessity of sending the treaty to the 
senate /:r ratification and the pos- 
sible entanglements likely to arise in 
the present stress of feeling over the 
tolls question dictated the wisdom of 
adhering to the old form, and not 
trying to attempt any new arrange- 
ment, 


CROSS ATLANTIC IN 15 HOURS 


Aviators Dream of Making Trip in 
Luxurious Aerial Pullman 

The expressed opinion of Mr. 
Claude Grahame White that in twen- 
ty year, it Will be possible to cross 
the Atlantic. in fifteen hours, travel- 
ling in a luxurious aerial Pullman 
with dining and sleeping facilities, 
has been endorsed by severai well- 
known aviators, 

Mr. ©. B. Hueks, the first Eng- 
Mshman to loop the loop, however, 
goes so-far as to prophesy that this 
{milestone of progress in aeronautics 
would be passed within two years 
from now. He pointed out, {in an in- 
terview, that a speed of 140 miles an 
hour hsd already been attained and 
recently a German airman succeeded 
in remaining in the air for over six- 
teen hours, and that a flight when 
sixteen persons were taken up was 
recently reported from St, Peters- 
burg. 

“Crossing the Atlantic,” said Mr, 
Hucks, “will be exactly like looping 
the loop. First one man will do it, 
then perhaps some months will 
elapse Lefore*an attempt is made by 
a second man, and when the second 
man hus been successful others will 
see that the feat is not the accom: 
plishment of just one man, and a 
whole procession will follow."

ARE THE PRAIRIES PERMANENT? 


Signs of Their Disappearance in: 
the West as Growth of Trees 
is Ercouraged 

The dictionary defines a prairie as 
“a level or roiling tract sf treeless 
land covered with coarse grass,” 
Strictly speakiag, then, the prairies 
no longer exist in Canada except loc- 
ally, for there are no longer any 
large areas exempt from settlement 
and the settlers throughout the west 
have already bean sup).- 1 by the 
Dominion Feiestry Branch with over 
24,000,000 trees, all of which have 
been planted and riost of which are 
growing up in the form of woodlots 
and shelterbelis. So successful have 
been these plantations and so great 
has the demaud for trees grown, that 
the Indian Head Nursery Station, 
which has an arnual capacity of ap- 
proximately three million trees, can 
no longer supply this demand and it 
has been necessary to establisi a 
branch nursery at Saskatoon. 

The opinion was once wide-spread 
that the prairies were naturally tree- 
less and’ many ingenious theor! > 
were advanced to account for tiis 
treelessness. One was that the soil 
was too fine; a second that the soil 
was all right, but that because of the 
thick sod the tree seeds could not 
reach it; anotier theory was that 
there was insufficient rainfall, and 
still another that the dry winter 
winds killed the buds and twigs. But 
if any of these factors have been det- 


rimental to tree-growth on the 
|prairies in the past, --the — Forestry 
Branch has since succeedec. in pro- 


ducing trees which are so adapted to 
climatic conditions tat growth is as- 
sured, if the trees are given a proper 
start. 

The most probable cause cf the 
treelessness of the prairies {s man, 
not nature. The fact that th; In- 
dians long ago were in the habit of 
setting fires to the forests and gra:s- 
lands in order to afford better graz- 
ing, and. that in the fall, when these 
fires were usually set, the prevailing 
winds were westerly, seems to prove 
that from the arid plains of South- 
ern Alberta and the United States, 
the area of treeless land was gradual- 
ly extended by fire hundreds of miles 
easterly. But in Manitoba,. since 
these fires have ceased, the western 
fringe of forest has begun to recover 
lost ground, and, aided by artificial 
reforestration under the stimulus of 
the Forestry Branch, tree-growth will 
soon be as common On the prairies 
as on the farms of Eastern Canada. 

Herrings Thrown to the Gulls 

Flocks of gulls from the lake have 
been attracted by the fish thrown on 
the nuisance ground at Port Artmir 
and on a market garden nearby, 
where the owner bad hauled a lot of 
the fish for fertilizer. So thick have 
the birds heen during the winter and 
spring that the ground was almost 
white with them while they fed upon 
the fish, On account of the mild 
weather last fall the piles of the 
herring caught could rot be frozen 
and wagor. loads had to be hauled 
to the nujsance ground to get them 
away from the docks as the facilities 
for salting them were inadequate to 
handle the heavy catch,

\ Suez Canal Deeepr 
Announcement has just been made 
that the deepening of the Suez canal 
has been completed, and the water- 
way now has a depth of 29 feet for 
its entire length. Originally it was 
planned to give the canal <.-depth of 
26%4 feet, and for years after it 
was completed this cepth was main- 
tained. Increase in the size of ves- 
sels routed through this short cut to 
the Orient made it necessary to deep- 
en the cut, and dredging operations 
conducted in the early eighties added 
one foot to the depth. Six years ago 
the new finished undertaking was 
begun, and throughout thé 100 miles 
of navigation from Port Said to Suez 
dredges have removed silt and sand, 
deepening the waterway-to 29 fet 
Already proposals are being consider- 
ed for a further dredging, which will 
make the ‘minimum depth thirty 
feet. Tho Panama canal, while but 
fifty miles long, cost nearly $300,000,- 
000, as cumpared with the Suez ea- 
penditure of $96,500,000.for. twice the 
distance. The Panama caual, how- 
ever, is 40 feet deep and 300 feet 
wide, while its eastern rival is con- 
siderably narrower, only 200 to 265 
feet in width, and igs a sea-tével ex- 
cavation mainly through sand. 


REMOUNTS FOR WAR PURPOSES 


New Scheme For Ranch on Land; 
North of Medicine Hat 


Hon. Colonel Sam Hughes has 
been empowered by the government 
to lease to the National Livestock 
Exchange, Limited, townships 20, 21 
and 22, range 3, west of fourth Meri- 
dian, comprising 65,000 acres of the 
land lying sixty miles north of Medi- 
cine Hat and soutk of the Red Deer 
river, for the purpose of collecting 
and providing thereon half-bree™ cav- 
alry remounts. The company will 
pay an annual rental of two cents per 
acre for the land. The terms » this 
lease are that the company shall pro- 
duce halfbred dams remounts to the 
number of not less than 1,500 each 
year after 1916. The government of 
Canada is to have the horses raised 
by the exchange and the company 
must hold and mature until th: age 
of three and a half years ali horses 
which the minister of militia may de- 
sire for military purposes. The pric? 
to be paid by the minister is not to 
exceed the substantial sum of $250 
per head. 

It is further agreed that the war 
cffice of Great Britain may have pre- 
emption rights at the same price and 
terms in respect to such horses as 
remain after the minister has made 
his choice. The exchange ust have 
the right, however, to» retain fifty fil- 
lies and fifty colts each year for 
breeding purposes.

PARTY VISITS NEW ISLAND 


" 
Finds it Mass of Lava Covered With 
Pumice Stone and White 
Ash 

The new island, which recently 
sprung up near the Bonin group off 
Japan, has bee visited by a party 
from the steamer Chefoo, who de- 
scribe it as a mass of iava covered 
With pumice stone and white ash. The 
Chefoo locates the island at latitude 
north 24.17 degrees and longitude 
east 141,29 degrees, When the steani- 
er approached the island appeared 
pure white With blackish cliffs rising 
about 200 feet. For a radius of three 
miles the sea was filled with floating 
pumice. The land party found it ex- 
ceedingly dangerous to row. near the 
cliffs as ihey, were constantly break- 
ing away and falling into the sea to 
join the already great mass of pum- 
ice. Also, on account of the very 
soft nature of the rurface, no at- 
tempt was made to journey inland. 

The main creater was located to the 
southwest, being’a quarter of a mile 
wide, It emitted cnormous clouds of 
black smoke, obscuring the sun. At 
night there was a red glow and oc- 
jcasional tongues of flames. On the 
eastern side a small crates, which 
discharged poisonous fumes, made an 
approach impossible. The water 
about was warm. 

The captain of the Chefoo thinks 
the whole island will gradually cliff 
off until only the solid central mass 
of lava remains. :

interprovinciaL highway. The scheme 
was readily endorsed, and the views 
of this new league, which is repre- 
sentative of Saskatchewan, will be 
placed before the provincial govern- 
ment. There seers little doubt put 
that the Saskatchewan government 
will deal .with the matter at its next 
session at Regina, as well as other 
provincial governments.
